not by the Lawes, and Ancient Uſages of this Place to be Truſted, or D-alt 
with for any Sumin,or Thing exceeding Five Shiflings in Value, without the 
approbatian of rhe ſaid Tutors and Governours : And that notwithſtand- 
10g, feverall Perſons have of late preſumed ro Truſt, and Deal with Young 
Scholars for very great Values, to the utter debauching of many of them, 
and the unſufferable affront ro publique Diſcipline. Theſe are ſtraighriy 
to Charge and Require all manner of Perſons, as 47zrcers, Book-ſellers, and 
all others , Priviledged, or not P:ivile dged,of what Quality, Trade, or Oc- 
cupation ſoever, that from the day of the Date hereof , they doe not Buy, 
Sell, Truſt, or Bargain with any Undergraduare, or Minor whatſoever, thar 
hath his Refidence, or Name in any Colledge- or Hall, within this Uaivesſiry, 
for any Summe, or Thing above the ſaid Value of Five Shillrres, without ihe 
knowledge, and exprefſe approbation of his Tutor , or Governour reſpe- 
tively, under the pin of being proceeded againſt « by Difpriviledging, 


Diſcommoning, Impriſooment, &c. according to the Quality of the Perſon, 


and Nature of the Offence) as a Percurber of the Peace, and Good Govern- 
ment of this Place. 


We likewiſe farther require and command all ſuch as have truſted, or 
dealt with Undergraduates , without the knowledge of their reſpettive 


Tutors, beyoad the Value of Five Shillings aforeſaid, that they bring in 


true Bills of all ſuch Credits and Demands as are yet unpaid them, to rhe 
reſpedive Tutors, or Governours concerned, at, or before the Twentieth 
Day of Febyrry next aftcr the Date hereof, under the Pains and Penalties 
aforeſaid, to be Inflifted upon all ſuch as ſhall negle&, or refuſe.
